Few Voters 


Are Influenced 


Survey Gives Kennedy 
Slight Edge on T V 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A survey 
of voters in IO major cities indi­ 
cated today that a majority of 
those polled were not influenced 
by Monday night’s televised de­ 
bate between presidential candi­ 
dates Richard M. Nixon and John 
F. Kennedy. 
However, of those who said they 
were influenced by the unprece­ 
dented hour-long program, more 
leaned toward Kennedy than to­ 
ward Nixon. 
Only a few persons said they 
had actually switched from one 
candidate to the other because of 
the deba e. 
The 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
was conducted this way: AP staf­ 
fers in each of the IO cities select­ 
ed names at random from the tel­ 
ephone book. Those called w e r e 
asked first if they were qualified 
voters and if they had wa ohed or 
listened to the entire debate. 
If they answered yes, they were 
asked if their previous inclination 
to vote for Kennedy or Nixon was 
influenced by the debate and if 
so, which way and why. 
The telephoning was continued 
until answers were obtained from 
IO persons in each of the IO cities 
—Chicago. 
Des 
Moines, 
Kansas 
City. Los Angeles, Seattle, Dallas. 
Boston. Nashville, New Orleans 
and New York. 
Almost twice as many of those 
who sa d they were influenced 
thought Kennedy made a bet cr 
showing than Nixon Most of those 
however 
said they had favored 
Kennedy previously and were re­ 
inforced in their opinion by the 
debate. Most of those who leaned 
toward Nixon also previously fa­ 
vored him.

changed their feelings at all. 
Of the 35 affected by the debate, 
two definitely switched from Nix­ 
on to Kennedy and 21 said the de­ 
bate influenced or reinforced a 
preference for Kennedy.

a preference for Nixon 
One person said he had switched 
but refused to disclose which can­ 
didate now had his allegiance.

Capitalists Told Arms

“ I believe the more the public is 
informed about the schools,"

children; but a lot m ore must be 
done to inform 
the 
public if we 
are to continue to improve, for peo­ 
ple w ill,only .support school pro­ 
gram s they understand.’’ 
In nearby Goshen, the poorest 
district in the county with the high­ 
est operating levy. Executive Head 
Robert Gower estim ates that a new 
building is needed every two years 
for an indefinite period of the Gos­ 
hen Local District is to keep up 
with enrollment. 
He points out that taxes from a 
typical St3,000 Goshen home can­ 
not possibly support the education 
of the children from that 
home; 
and that increased tax resistance 
is already evident in the defeat of 
a bond issue last spring, which nec­ 
essitated abandonment of building 
plans for another school to be con­ 
structed by 1962.

Thompson aptly sums up the sit­ 
uation when he says, "The pheno­ 
menal growth of population in Cler­ 
mont County due to expanding in­ 
dustries in Cincinnati and pleasant 
living conditions in Clermont Co­ 
unty has created growling school 
problems. 
"Having practically no industry 
in Clermont County, it is impossible 
to raise local m o n e y sufficient 
to build needed classrooms for the 
continual, increased enrollment.

The b l i n k e r was like a 
permanent caudion, warning the 
approaching 
driver to 
lie 
extra 
careful. 
Within limits, the blinker was 
like a public notice. The purpose 
of the n o t i c e may vary but bas­ 
ically it is intended to caU atten­ 
tion to .something. It is designed, 
moreover, to give due not.ee. Gen­ 
erally this means sufficient time 
to enable those concerned to take 
whatever steps may be necessary 
to protect their rights and inter­ 
ests, whether collective or indivi­ 
dual. 
By long practice the bona fide 
newspaper of paid general circu­ 
lation has been shown to be the 
best general rn e d i u in for such 
notices. That is why the laws of all 
50 s t a t e s 
make provision for 
the publication in such newspapers 
of hundreds of kinds of public no­ 
tices. This has come to be a basic 
part of the American legal system 
and. indeed, of the democratic pro­ 
cess itself.
